NEW DELHI, India (AP) - Prim e 
Minister Indira Gandhi decided today to 
resign following the loss of her seat in P a r­ 
liament and reverses suffered by her 
Congress party in the Indian general 
election, her spokesman said. 
Opposition leaders began talks aimed at 
forming a new government.

Mrs. Gandhi would formally submit her 
resignation Tuesday, ending 11 years as 
leader of the world’s second most populous 
nation.

The shameless conniving and cowardice that Congress 
displayed in arranging to raise its pay, without having to 
vote, was greeted with dismay, shock and disgust. There 
still exists, outside Washington, the notion that public 
servants ought not to wear masks when they dip into the 
public till. 
But the deed is done and Congress has survived one 
more self-inflicted blow. Still, is it out of line to ask our 
elected representatives to start earning their $57,500 a 
year? It may be fruitless to seek a return to the credo, 
now discarded, that public service carries its own 
rewards. Yet there are opportunities for Congress tc 
examine and mend its ways. A half- dozen imperatives 
come to mind: 
One. Congress should provide real enforcement for the 
Bode of Ethics that is the other half of the pay- raise 
bargain. The commission that recommended the raise 
made stiffened morality in Congress a condition, so 
merely enacting the Code in the form of House and 
Senate rules is not enough. Unless regulations for 
policing are effective, with the force of law, the new Code 
will fall back into the state of the old, which produced 
little surveillance, few penalties and a series of shat­ 
tering scandals. The machinery is still to be set up, and 
an alert public should demand, as a minimum: 
Means to guarantee that members’ finances will be 
fully disclosed. 
Tight enforcement of a limit limit on outside earnings. 
A watch on investments to discourage members from 
voting when there are possible conflicts of interest. 
Strict 
and 
specific 
accountability 
for 
expense 
allowances. 
A reliable and open system of auditing for all matters 
under the Code. 
Two. Congress should see to it that future cost-of-living 
raises for itself, like the one due next October, are sub­ 
mitted to a vote. People are entitled to that much ac­ 
countability. 
Three. Congress should stop growing, spending and 
wasting at its present headlong pace and begin setting an 
example for the rest of Government in cutting out frills. 
In these times, simple decorum calls for a new look at 
mushrooming allowances, free gyms and pools and 
steam rooms and potted plants, fancy limousines for 
leaders, subsidized meals and insurance, frequent travel 
in the U.S. and often frivolous junkets aboard. 
Four. Congress should stop trying to ram political 
hacks and cronies down the throat of the executive 
banch. It is a hiring practice that belongs to the past. 
Five. Congress should co-operate in putting judiciary 
nominations under a merit system. The President has 
taken the first step by moving to set up regional com­ 
mittees that will recommend persons for the U.S. circuit 
bench. But the other traditional plums — district judges 
and U.S. attorneys — remain substantially under the 
thumbs of Senators. Therefore, for these positions, 
Attorney General Griffin Bell has asked the legislators to 
set up their own merit committees in the States, to 
choose names that will eventually reach the President. 
Some Senators have acted already; the rest should not 
delay. 
Six. Congress should tackle again the job of pruning the 
congressional- committee structure, a thicket of power 
struggles, jealousies and overlapping authority. Last 
month the Senate almost succeeded in reducing its 
committees from 31 to 15, but that effort broke in the face 
of hard lobbying and then finally crumbled under the 
ambitions of entrenched chairmen. In the end it was 
almost a sham. The need for Senate reform is un­ 
satisfied. And the House has not even tried this year. 
If lawmakers will address these issues with vigor and 
openness, people may stop asking whether this new 95th 
Congress is not just the same old gang, doing the same 
shameless things.

The important question on 
which the economic outlook 
depends is whether government 
will, in 1977, start down a road 
leading to all-out fiscal and 
monetary “stimulation.“ 
Fiscal 
stimulation 
means 
enlarging 
the 
prospective 
budget deficit through tax cuts, 
spending increases, or both 
Monetary stimulation 
means 
speeding up the process by 
which 
the 
Federal 
Reserve 
System creates new money. 
Advocates of stimulation believe 
that either measure will raise 
the public’s demand for goods 
and services and thereby bring 
about 
a 
higher 
level 
of 
production and employment. 
This method has been used to 
pep up a drooping economy 
several times since the mid- 
1960’s. Each time the result has 
been to start a process which 
leads first to a faster rate of 
growth, then to stagflation, and 
finally to recession 
Large Dose of Stimulation 
In 
part 
the 
difficulty 
is 
political rather than economic. 
A moderate dose of fiscal and 
monetary stimulants might be 
appropriate in times like the 
present But almost invariably 
the 
psychology 
becom es 
established that, if a small dose 
is good, a large dose must be 
even better 
Currently, the budget deficit 
for the present fiscal year is 
expected to be about $50 billion. 
If we enlarge the prospective 
deficit to $65 billion by a $15 
billion tax cut. and the economy 
still seems to be operating below 
par, will we raise the deficit to 
$80 billion by more spending and 
more tax cuts9 That is about 
what has happened in the past. 
My first economic forecast 
starts with the assumption that 


the U.S. begins the process of 
demand stimulation in 1977, and 
follows 
the usual course of 
applying 
even 
g re ater 
stimulative doses The outlook 
on this assumption is for a 
repetition of the cycle we have 
been through in the past decade 
Although one can’t be sure of the 
exact timing, it should work out 
somewhat as follows: 
faster 
economic growth in 1977, then 
stagflation in 1978 and 1979 and 
recession in 1960 
There is hope that this course 
will be avoided; the powers that 
be must by now be able to 
foresee the possibility of that 
outcome, and they surely will 
not want to risk the danger that 
both 
inflation 
and 
unem ­ 
ployment may be worse in 
1980—the 
next 
presidential 
election year— than in 1976. 
Forecast Two: Restraint 
This 
leads 
to my second 
econom ic 
forecast, 
which 
assumes that all-out fiscal and 
monetary stimulation will not be 
used Stimulative measures will 
either be renounced or kept 
within moderate bounds 
The outlook on that basis is not 
im m e d ia te ly 
a ttr a c tiv e : 
economic growth will be at a 
rate not much above the rate 
necessary merely to hold our 
own in relation to a growing 
population. 
P rogress 
in 
reducing unemployment and the 
rate of inflation would be steady 
but slow. It is unlikely that 
unem ploym ent 
would 
be 
reduced much below 6 per cent 
by 1980 What is attractive about 
such an outlook is that the 
economic growth foreseen is 
sustainable 
indefinitely.

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Panamanian tanker explodes 


PORTSMOUTH, Va. (AP) — The Coast Guard said today a 876- 
foot Panamanian tanker with a crew of 39 broke in two after an 
apparent explosion in the Atlantic 140 mUes off the North 
Carolina coast. 
Twenty-two survivors were spotted on the 20-year-old, 
Japanese-built tanker Gaude Conway, and “some, it la not clear 
how many” were removed to safety by midmorning, the Coast 
Guard said. 
The Coast Guard said the tanker reportedly was empty. The 
explosion apparently occurred Sunday. 
Most of the survivors who had not been removed from the 
Conway were congregated on the stern section of the ship, a 
Coast Guard spokesman said, as rescue efforts continued in 
calm, clear weather. 


Pension ruling overturned 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Supreme Court today overturned a 
federal court decision that could have cost the federal govern­ 
ment more than $17.5 billion and provided more money each 
month to nine million retired men receiving Social Security 
benefits. 
In an unsigned opinion, the court reversed a ruling by a federal 
court in New York that a 1972 amendment to the Social Security 
Act banning sex discrimination in benefits must be applied 
retroactively. 
Will Webster of Northport, N.Y., began the legal action in 1974 
when he turned 65 and discovered that, even though Congress two 
years earlier had outlawed differences in Social Security benefits 
based on sex, he could have been collecting $18.30 more each 
month if he were a woman. 
Congress may replace one benefits formula with another 
without making it retroactive, the high court said. The fact that 
Congress changed its mind in 1972 and equalized the treatment of 
men and women "does not constitute an admission by Congress 
that its previous policy was invidiously discriminatory. ” 


Twins drop in for visit 


DENVER (AP) — Twelveyear-old twins Mike and Mona Yen 
dropped in on their greatuncle. “He was really surprised,” said 
Mike. C.T. Yen had reason to be, since the twins live here in 
Denver and he lives in Shanghai, in the People’s Republic of 
China. The Yens were among 16 students at the private Colorado 
Academy who went on an 18-day tour of CMHINA. The students, 
aged 11 to 15, were the youngest group of Americans to visit 
China since contacts between the two nations were reopened in 
1971. 


Marijuana study revealed 


CHICAGO (AP) — There is no evidence that heavy marijuana 
smoking changes the structure of the brain or central nervous 
system, two research groups conclude, despite earlier evidence 
that part of the brain wasted away under prolonged smoking The 
new studies, carried out independently, are reported in the 
March 21 issue of The Journal of the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation. 


Carter, Fukuda open talks 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Carter and Japan's Prime 
Minister Takeo Fukuda, two newcomers to the international 
scene, are opening two days of talks on global enonomic and 
security issues A White House ceremony featuring military 
honors was scheduled today for Fukuda, here on an official visit. 
The Carter-f Fukuda talks are expected to focus on bilateral 
economic issues and on preparations for the May economic 
summit in London involving the United States, Japan and other 
industrial democracies 


Tax ‘simplification9 revives 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Six months after changing the nation's 
tax laws in a way that resulted in a record number of taxpayer 
errors. Congress is talking "simplification” again. The House 
has passed and the Senate Finance Committee is considering a 
new method of tax-computation that the Treasury Department 
says will make the annual taxpaying process easier for 96 per 
cent of the population. It will result in a longer but far simpler tax 
form, the experts say. The changes are part of a big taxcut bill, 
including $50-per-per son rebates, that the finance committee 
expects to approve this week 


French leftists gain steam 


PARIS (AP»— The SocialistCommunist drive to win control of 
the French National Assembly next year picked up steam from 
runoff local elections in which the leftist alliance won a majority 
of the popular vote and control of 70 per cent of France's larger 
cities The left came out of the local voting on the past two Sun­ 
days controlling 156 of the 221 French cities with more than 30,000 
population and 51 per cent of the total vote. 


Podgorny to visit Africa 


MOSCOW (AP) — President Nikolai Podgorny left Moscow 
today on a major Soviet diplomatic mission to Southern Africa. 
He flew first to Tanzania, which his Latin+ American ally Fidel 
Castro left today before his arrival From Tanzania, Podgorny is 
scheduled to go to Zambia and Mozambique, two more of the so- 
called "frontline” black states supporting black nationalist 
movements in Rhodesia, South-*- West Africa and South Africa

CLARK AIR BASE, The Philippines (AP) — President Car­ 
ter's special commission to Indochina is returning home with

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate Finance Committee today 
approved a tax bill that includes $50 rebates for most Americans 
and a permanent tax reduction of more than $105 each for those 
who use the standard deduction. A vote of 9 to 7 sent the bill to the 
full Senate and expected battles over the rebates, changes in the 
standard deduction and tax incentives for business to reduce 
unemployment. One of President Carter's first acts in the White 
House was to propose tax rebates and reductions in an effort to 
stimulate the economy. The bill approved by the Finance 
Committee is based on that proposal. The rebate provision is the 
sam e as that approved earlier by the House. The payments would 
go to an estim ated 200 million Americans whose 1976 gross in­ 
come was under $25,-000, including Social Security recipients, 
veterans who receive pensions and others who pay no taxes.
